T lie S elirod er Case— V erdict o f Not G u ilty. 
O a k la n d , December 13th.—When the an­ 
nouncement was made at 4:05 this afternoon 
that the Schroder jury had returned, the 
room ot Department One, which was crowd­ 
ed, was immediately vacated, aud Judge 
Greene’s room filled. 
The Tribunt extra says: The news ran like 
wildfire, and in a moment the Btairs of the 
Court-bouse were cr jwded with the moving 
mass. 
The jury entered the box and the Judge 
took his seat. 
When asked if they had 
aereed upon their verdict the foreman said, 
“ We have.” 
The verdict was then presented and read 
by the clerk as “ not guilty.” 
“ is this your verdict, gentlemen ? ” asked 
the Judge. 
The foreman—I t is. 
1 he clerk—So say you all ? 
The jury—So say we all. 
When this verdict was announced Schroder 
arose from his seat, uttered a loud laugh of 
satisfaction, and rushing to the jury shook 
hands with them and thanked them with a 
hearty “ God bless you.” 
Mr. Foote echoed the “ God bless you.” 
They shook hands, and Foote cried, “ I will 
telegraph to Dr. Stebbins.” 
Mr. Schroder left by the side door, and was 
immediately surrounded by his friends, who 
were profuse in their congratulations. As he 
left the Court-room the prisoners at the jail 
windows cheered lustily. He proceeded with 
Mr. Foote to the jail and rushed up-stairs to 
his old quarters, three steps at a leap, where 
he met and greeted bis wife, who there 
awaited him. W ith her and Mrs. Foote he 
repaired to his residence in a carriage. 
Various jurymen were immediately inter­ 
viewed, but no definite information could be 
obtained from them, so anxious were they to 
leave the scene of the trial. Or.e of them 
said hastily, “ None of us will tell what oc­ 
curred in the jury-room. 
We took a solemn 
oath not to reveal our deliberations.” An­ 
other Baid, “ We only arrived at our verdict 
a few minutes before we came in. 
It was a 
close pull." 
The reception of the news on the street was 
as varied as the opinions on the issue. Schro­ 
der’s intimate friends are joyful, and while 
it is a noticeable fact that nearly all the la­ 
dies are delighted with the verdict, there are 
men who express violent disapprobation. 
The prevailing sentiment, however, seems to 
be that the verdict is a just one, and all are 
gratified to know that the long, weary trial 
is over. No one is more rejoiced than Schro­ 
der. 
Up to 3:50 P. M. the jury stood ten for ac­ 
quittal and two for conviction. 


T h e B u rk (-B on an za Case. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , December 13th.—The case 
of Burke vs. Flood et al. was resumed this 
afternoon. McAllister, for defendants, moved 
a nonsuit, but the motion was denied, when 
the defense called John H. Burke, the plain­ 
tiff, as their first witness.

Loss, $3,000; par­ 
tially insured. 
The dwelling-house of John Hayne. in Ne- 
halem valley, same county, was burned on 
the 10th inst. Loss, $1,000 ; no insurance. 
News is just received here of the death of 
the old and widely known sporting man, 
Sanford Owens, familiarly called “ Sank.” 
He died a few days ago at Baker City. 
Owens has lived for many years on this por­ 
tion of the Pacific coast, and few men were 
better known in sporting circles. Deceased 
was aged about 52 years. 
The steamer State of California arrived 
here this morning at 10 o’clock, 131 hours 
from San Francisco. 
The steamer was de­ 
tained off the bar by a fcg. So dense did the 
fog hang over<the mouth of the Colombia 
that Captain Debney did not deem it safe to 
attempt to cro»s the bar.

“ A grand sight, greeted me on the morning 
of the 27th instant. 
My dog was making 
quite a fuss, which woke me up, when I dis­ 
covered that there was an unusual light some­ 
where. 
On going to the door, which opens 
to the east, I saw Mount Baker lighted up in 
grand style. The whole top of the moun­ 
tain was as plaiu to be seen as by the sun­ 
light, and the fire shot up far above the 
mountain top. There did not Beern to be 
much, but shootiug far into the heavens 
could be seen bright flashes and huge red 
sparks. 
The latter must have been lava. 
The time was 3 A. M., and a small light was 
visible la the daytime.” At the same time a 
light was seen in that direction from Seattle. 
The weather is warm, with heavy rains for 
the past few days._______ 


E a rth q u a k e—R ain untl W ind. 
P ort T o w n s e n d , December 13th. — A 
severe shock of earthquake was felt here last 
evening about 8:30, which was considered 
heavier than the one last week. 
No damage 
is reported yet. 
Torrents of rain fell yesterday, accompa­ 
nied by a strong west wind, afterwards 
changing to the southeast. During the even­ 
ing lightning was seen in the vicinity of 
Mount Baker and distant thunder heard.

ATTEMPTED 
ASSASSINATION. 


A nthony Fischer Shoots R ailroad Commis­ 
sioner Beerstecher. 
[San Francisco M orning Call, December 13th. | 
An attem pt was made to assassinate 
Railroad Commissioner Charles J. Beer­ 
stecher last evening at 11 o’clock. 
The 
story of the shooting is as follows : Antho­ 
ny Fischer, who was the W orkingmen’s 
candidate for Recorder of San Francisco at 
the late election, called at the residence of 
Mr. Beerstecher, 220G Steiner street, about 
8 o’clock last evening, and inquired for 
Charles Beestccher. 
Mr. Beerstecher, Sr., 
who had answered the bell, invited Fischer 
in. 
After waiting until a quarter to 11, 
during which time he was entertained by 
the father and mother of the wounded man, 
Fischer lefbr* The remainder of the story 
is told in Mr. Beerstecher’s own words : 
It was about a quarter to 11 when I got 
off 
the California street cars, on my 
way 
home. 
1 
had 
just 
left 
the 
Southern 
Pacific 
Oyster 
Saloon, 
where 
Stockwell 
and 
myseif 
had 
had supper. 
As I stepped off the car I 
saw a man crouched down, but paid no at­ 
tention to him, as I knew there was a 
policeman stationed there. 
Immediately 
Fischer stepped out of the shadow, and 
called out, “ Good evening, Beerstecher, I 
was up to the house.” 
I told him I was 
sorry th at I had not been at home, and 
asked him how he was getting along, and 
told him he bad better come up to the 
house again and have a glass of brandy and 
a cigar, for it was late and cold, and he 
had a good ways to go. 
“ N o,” said 
he, “ the old folks have gone to bed.” “ Oh, 
come on,” I answered, “ we need not dis­ 
turb them .” 
W e walked together to the 
house, he talking about his wish that I 
could get him a place. 
I told him it was 
rather late to talk business, but th at when 
in the house we could talk it over. 
We 
had just arrived at the gate, and I had 
placed my hand upon it to open it, when 
as I turned I heard a pistol shot. 
I did 
not know th at I was hit or th at Fischer 
had lired. 
I turned quickly and saw him 
pointing the pistol at me 
again. 
It 
snapped, but did not go off the second 
time. As he snapped the pistol, I jumped 
over the gate and ran up the steps to the 
dojr, but finding the door locked, I fled 
down the steps again and into the street. 
My mother threw up the window of the 
room and called me. 
She said, “ Oh, my 
God, Charlie, what is the m atter 7” 
I ran 
across the street to tho northwest corner, 
to the store kept by August Praeht. 
As I 
ran in I said to Praeht, “ Oh, my God. 
Praeht, Fischer is trying to kill m e.” 
“ Maybe he will shoot me if you are here,” 
he said; “ go into that room,” p o in tin g 
to his wife’s. 
I went in, and in a few 


minutes, when my father arrived, accom* 
panied him home, and was assisted to bed. 
W hen I ran across the street Fischer fob 
lowed me a short distance, then dashed 
down Sacramento street. When he had run 
for half a block lie doubled on his track 
and went off toward the cemetery. 
I 
really can’t think w hat made the man try 
to kill me. 
We have always been friends, 
and have never had any words. 
Previ» us 
to shooting he said nothing that led me to 
suppose him iw the least way angry. 
Dr. O. V. Thayer, who resides across 
the street, was summoned, but not being a 
surgeon the doctor was unwilling to probe 
for the bullet. 
The shot entered the loft 
breast, about a quarter of an inch bt low 
the nipple. 
How dangerous the wound 
may prove it was impossible to tell up to 
the time of going to press. 
The bullet 
penetrated a heavy overcoat, walking coat 
and v e st; also a bundle of papers in the 
breast pocket of the coat. 
This thickness 
probably greatly modified tbe force of the 
bullet, which must have flattened against 
a rib or followed the course of the ribs 
around under the arm. 


Fischer A rrested—His Statem ent. 
(San Francisco Bulletin, December 13th.] 
Soon after the shooting otxmrred police 
officers were sent out to search the city for 
Fischer. 
I t was thought probable that he 
bad gone out toward the cemeteries, and 
there committed suicide, as yesterday, in 
a saloon on Bush street, he said that he 
h |d taken hi# last drink. 
His room was 
searched early this morning, when it was 
found that he had just left the house. 
Upon leaving the house he bade his sister 
good-by. 
Everything eeemed to [>■ int to 
suicide, and it was expected that his body 
would bo found in the W estern Addition 
to-day, and there search was made. 
But no body was found, aud at 12 
o’clock, as Chief Grow ley and Captain Lees 
were riding down Kearny street, after fcsv- 
ing made a thorough search of vacant lots 
in the W estern Addition, they saw Fischer 
proceeding quietly along towards the City 
Hall in company with an officer. Jumping 
from the carriage, they found that he had 
been arrested a short time before on Powell 
street. 
Police officer Pugh, while riding 
out to the new City Hall on the ambulance 
conveying insane, saw 
Fischer walking 
across the street near the Baldwin Hotel, 
and, jumping down, placed him under ar­ 
rest. 
Ha was taken to the Folsom-street 
Station, and then conveyed to the Ob: t’s 
office at the old City Hall. 
Fischer manifested no anxiety at his ar­ 
rest, appearing as unconcerned as though 
he had been arrested fcr the lightest mis­ 
demeanor only. 
He emoked his pipo, 
laughed, talked readily when spoken to, 
and was not disturbed in the slightest de­ 
gree. 
He was asked where he spent last 
night, and said that after having visited 
liis cousins he had called at Bcersieebet’s 
house, wheie he had remained for some 
time with Beerstecher’s 
father. 
After 
that, he says, he has no remembrance of 
anything until this morning at 11 o’clock, 
when he awoke in a lodging-house on M ar­ 
ket street, opposite the Baldwin Hotel. 
Having dressed, he went out to get his 
coffee at a saloon on Powell street, and had 
just crossed the street, when he was sur­ 
prised to see a wagon stop, a man get down 
and arrest him. He 9ays he knows uothmg 
of the shooting, or of his having gone to 
his sister’s house. 
He said, however, that 
had he not been arrested he would have 
visited some prominent men to-night, and 
among them Mayor Kalloch, 
with the 
view of shooting them. 
FiBcher «poke 
calmly of his projected visits to the Mayor 
and certain stockbrokers to-night, and ac­ 
knowledged that he had unfriendly feel­ 
ings toward them. 
But he denied that he 
held any enmity toward Beerstecher, say­ 
ing that they had always been friendly, 
and that he 
felt friendly toward the 
wounded mau now. 
But in speaking of 
going to see the Mayor, he Baid tin t he 
“ wished to see Kallech aud some other 
men who had been as good friends to hint 
as had Beerstecher.” 
Ho said several 
times that he was sorry he had been 
locked up, as he wanted to “ interview ’ 
the people be had spoken with for just 
“ a minute and a half,” after which he 
would have been satisfied. 
It is probable 
th at this m atter has beeu oil his mind for a 
week or more, a3 on Monday last he made 
out an order, which was found in hiB bank­ 
book, leaving the balance due him iu the 
bank to his sister. 
He evidently intended 
to commit suicide, also, as he left on his 
table in his room a $5 piece rolled in a 
piece of papier, on which was w ritten, 
“ The last birthday present to my uitce.’’ 
In the evening he told a friend th at this 
morning he would bo found on Meiggs’ 
w b a ifw itk a bullet through him, and the 
friend, when he read the papers this morn­ 
ing, posted off for Meiggs wharf. 
Ic was learned this afternoon that last 
evening he attem pted to kill a man named 
Berthe, keeping a shoe store at 345 Bush 
street, on Powell street, wheie they chanced 
to meet. 
He is also known to have threat­ 
ened to kill other persons last night, but 
lieerstecher’s name was not mentioned, 
lie stated to the Chief of Police th at lie 
would have interviewed Mayor Kalloch 
last night had not Mr. Beerstecher’s father 
kept him too long, and when he mentioned 
his failure to effect the interview he sighed 
as though he felt badly a t hi3 failure to 
carry out his plans. 
The prisoner is one of the most pro­ 
nounced Socialists in the city, being well 
known to the police and having been well 
watched during the late troubles in this 
city. 
A gentleman who knows him well 
gays that he ha3 always regarded him as a 
very dangerous man. 
Beerstecher and 
Fischer were connected with tho W orking­ 
men’s movement, and Fischer obtained the 
WorkiDgmen’B nomination for Recorder at 
the same time that Beerstecher was nom­ 
inated for Railroad Commissioner. Having 
failed of election, Fischer has since been 
having hard work to live, apparently, and 
has doubtless felt sore aDd envious at 
Beerstecher and other successful W orking­ 
men who have obtained g»tod offices, 
lie 
has been heard to say that he helped 
“ raiSe them from the gutter, and now 
they refuse to help him.” The feeling thus 
engendered is thought to have induced him 
to attem pt 
Beerstecher’s 
.assassination. 
Fischer was a trunk-m aker, and resided at 
0311 Stevenson street. 


A HOODLUM 
CHIEF 
IN 
TROUBLE

lums of Russian Hill, yesterday, with some 
of his gang, visited the Presidio Brewery, 
No. 1,520 Pacific avenue, and deliberately 
threw a cobble-stone through one of the 
windows.

der, assault w ith a deadly weapon and 
malicious mischief.

amined, and it was found that the first 
shot had taken effect in the lett arm, just 
below the elbow, breaking the bones.’

THE IRISH CRISIS. 
It is becoming ntorc apparent every day 
that Gladstone'e Government cannot suc­ 
ceed in dealing with the Irish question on 
the present basis. The impossibility of 
keeping up the pre'ense of governing that 
country, while it is notorious that the laws 
are systematically defied, and that an alien 
organisation has practically superseded 
tho Courts, is evident already to the Eng­ 
lish press and people. If, as is alleged, 
Mr. Forster has distinctly declared that 
h will withdraw from Dublin unless co­ 
ercion is agreed to, the Cabinet will be 
compelled to come to a decision without 
further delay. Enough is known to mako 
it perfectly clear that the non-intervention 
policy is only strengthening the Land 
League, and that it is in fact taking the 
government of Ireland into its own hands 
while the actual Government is looking on. 
A few more weeks of th¡3 kind of tiling, 
and it will ba impossible to maintain the 
troops in Ireland, since it is plain that if 
they arc 
“ Boycotted,” a3 a num­ 
ber of the constabulary have already 
been, it 
will be 
necessary 
either 
to withdraw them, feed them from 
England, or forcibly subsist them upon the 
country. 
In what form coercion is to be 
applied, if it is decided upon, is another 
difficulty. It is, however, always on the 
cards that the Irish may solve this them­ 
selves by breaking out into open insurrec­ 
tion, and though the Land League will 
doubtless do its best to provent this, ex­ 
perience teaches that popular movements 
of this kind always get beyond the control 
of their originators after a time. 
The 
situation of the Government is certainly 
most embarrassing. It does not wish to 
resort to force, and yet it appears that no 
o’ íer course is left it. 
It cannot stand by 
and let the Leaguers take full possession of 
Ireland, yet that is what will happen if it 
hesitates any longer. 
The presumption is 
that the members of the Birmingham 
school in the Cabinet will be compelled to 
yield or withdraw, and that the Govern­ 
ment will then, however reluctantly, have 
recourse to those coercive measures w hich 
it has tried so long and vainly to do 
without. 
NOTHING TO BE GAINED BY IT. 
It is intimated that the Democrats are 
thinking of withdrawing from their fac­ 
tious attitude in regard to the electoral 
count, and that if their opponents do not 
give way shortly they themselves will 
abandon the contest rather than make 
themselves responsible for obstructing leg­ 
islation. It would we fear be very unlike 
their traditional policy to arrive at so sound 
a decision as this, but it is impossible to 
perceive what object they can have in con­ 
tinuing the contest. There is no possible 
advantage to be secured at the present time 
by insisting on the right of the Uonse to 
control the electoral count If the Repub. 
licans conceded the point to them they 
could do nothing with it. It would still 
be incumbent upon them to declare that 
General Garfield and Chester A. Ar­ 
thur were elected President and Vice­ 
President. 
As to the future, it has 
unfortunately been tho practice with 
botb parties to let it take care of itself, 
and the Democrats certainly have no pres­ 
ent reason for believing that any assertion 
of the jurisdiction of the House will be of 
more use to them in 1SH4 than it Is now. 
In a 6hort time they will cease to control 
the House, and unless General Garfield’s 
administration should prove a great disap­ 
pointment, which is veiy improbable, it is 
scarcely possible that they can regain their 
present position in the next four years. 
In short they Lave nothing to gain by pur­ 
suing an obstructive policy, and they can 
only render themselves more obnoxious to 
public ceusure than they are now. If 
therefore any sense remains to them they 
will abandon their impracticable position, 
and devote themselves to some more profit­ 
able business. 


MISAPPREHENSIONS CONCERNING CIVIL 
SERVICE REFORM. 
Some jonrnals have lately been discuss­ 
ing Civil Service reform in a wav which 
suggests the suspicion that they have not 
giveu the subject any attention, and conse­ 
quently do not understand it. They op­ 
pose, with more or less heat, what they 
speak of as a proposal to put Democrats 
into office instead of Republicans, and 
they talk wildly about the folly ef winning 
political battles and then giving the advan­ 
tages of the victory to the enemy. It 
might be inferred from their line of thought 
that these journals regarded the spoils of 
office as the main object of all political 
contention. In that view we certainly 
must dissent from whoever holds it, but it 
is necessary to point out that the concep­ 
tion of Civil Service reform to which we 
have referred is an erroneous one. There 
is in fact no question about putting Demo­ 
crats in the place of Republicans. Who­ 
ever should do that, would betray an entire 
ignorance of what is meant by Civil 
Service reform. The principle of that re­ 
form is that men should be chosen for the 
work of the Government with reference 
solely to their fitness and integrity, and 
that, other things being equal, no account 
whatever of party politics should be taken 
in eelecting them. It is sometimes said 
that no Democrat should be appointed to 
office under a Republican administration 
until all the capable Republicans have 
been provided for. This of course is neither 
more nor le33 than a bold assertion of the 
spoils principle, for if men are to be ap­ 
pointed on the ground of their politics they 
cannot and will not be appointed because 
of their fitness. In filling offices which 
require capacity of any kind in those who 
hold them, the test to be applied should be 
that of fitness. If there are Republicans 
capable of fulfilling the business require­ 
ments of the various offices, there is no 
reason why they should not obtain them, 
because the competition should be open to 
all without distinction of party. Repub­ 
lican politicians may care a great deal 
whether the offices are filled by men of 
their own way of thinking in politics, but 
Republican politicians and all other poli­ 
ticians have to learn that the government 
of the United States belongs to the whole 
people, and was never meant to be the 
perquisite of any party. The people of 
the United States have no interest in see­ 
ing the offices filled exclusively by men of 
one party. Their interest lies solely in 
having the public business transacted 
well and honestly and economically. 
The politicians have been so long 
accustomed to regard the offices as the 
spoils of party victory that they talk about 
their distribution as if the people had 
nothing to say in the premises. Civil Ser­ 
vice reformers assert that no party has 
any such lien upon the offices; that no 
party ought to be allowed to seize aud con­ 
trol the great public patronage ; that the 
business of the country ought to be con­ 
ducted on business like principles, and not 
on partisan principles ; and that the office­ 
holders ought to exercise no more political 
power than the bank clerks or the me­ 
chanics exercise. They say that both par­ 
ties have abused their power most mis­ 
chievously in this regard, and that ths 
only way to put an end to this abuse is to 
divorce the Civil Service from politics alto­ 
gether. And they maintain that this can 
only be effected by changing the conditions 
upon which places are obtained, by dis­ 
carding political claims, and by substitut­ 
ing the test of personal fitness. 
Under an enlightened system of civil 
seivice reform all questions of partisan 
claims would be eliminated. Nobody could 
then promise offices as the rewards of parti­ 
san services, because every applicant for 
office would have to depend upon his own 
merits alone. Of course Republicans would 
have an equal prospect of office under such 
a system, and if it be true that the Repub­ 
lican party contains the largest percentage 
of intelligence and capacity, they would 
really have more than equal opportunities 
with Democrats. Under such a system the 
one paramount aim would be to get the 
public work well performed, and that is 
what the country requires, and what it has 
a perfect right to insist upon. Whenever 
"(Bees are bestowed for political services 
alone, without regard to fitness, the inter­ 
ests of the people are betrayed. Zealous par­ 
tisans will do well to reflect upan that state­ 
ment. In all such cases the object sought 
is the aggrandizement of party, and 
the public welfare is subordinated to that 
end. Civil Service reformers deny the legiti­ 
macy of this mode of procedure. They say 
that the interests of the country should 
be first, and those of party second, and 
they assert that under the old conditions 
we could not have a government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people, 
but all we could have was a government 
of party, by party, and for party. It is 
high time to emphasize the fact that tbe 
Federal offices do not belong to any party, 
but to the whole country, and that conse­ 
quently no party is justified in looking 
upon them as its special property. They 
ought to be filled as all other business 
offices are filled, and that is Civil Service 
reform. As to the common talk about de­ 
priving politics of enthusiasm by eliminat­ 
ing the spoils principle, it is nonsense. The 
great mass of men are interested in politics 
because they believe in certain governmental 
principles, not because they are looking 
for office. The office-seekers are no doubt 
very noisy, but they constitute a small 
minority of the voting population, and if 
they were removed to-morrow no decline 
of spirit or enthusiasm would be percept­ 
ible in our party contests. The Democrats 
have managed to keep up their organiza­ 
tion and their energy very well without the 
offiees, and so can both parties. The re­ 
moval of the spoils principle from politics 
will purify them, and by giving the coun­ 
try a CongresB of men of convictions in­ 
stead of political managers, will improve 
the character of the national legislation, 
paralyze vernal influences, and do much 
towards destroying demagogism. Such a 
consummation ought to be earnestly de­ 
sired by every patriot, and we wish to be­ 
lieve that the journals which now oppose 
the movement for Civil Service reform will 
cease to do so when they realize the true 
natnre of the change demanded. 


LESSEPS AS A LOBBYIST. 
The report that M. Lessep3 has set aside 
the sum of $3,000,000 for the purpose of 
securing the good will of Congress and the 
American press is very probably a fiction, 
but it is not at all out of keeping with that 
bold projector’s usual policy. He knows as 
well as any man that it is not necessarily 
the merit of a scheme which secures its ac­ 
complishment, and that the timely expendi­ 
ture of surplus capital in places “ where it 
“ will do the most good ” has often turned 
the scale in favor of otherwise doubtful un­ 
dertakings. It is quite possible that while 
he was in this country he paid 
some attention to the phenomenon 
called the Lobby, and that he de­ 
rived certain more or less definite 
ideas from this investigation. It is true 


that the public announcement of a purpose 
to purchase Congress and the press is not 
the best way to make a beginning in an 
enterprise of that costly and arduous char­ 
acter. Even supposing that Congress and 
the press could be bought with French 
gold, it is scarcely possible that either 
would be willing to make the transaction 
public. The lobby is a dark and secret 
machine, to which mystery and obscurity 
are as the breath of life. Illuminate it, 
and its occupation is gone. M. Lesseps, 
or his friends who speak for him, 
do not appear to have understood this. 
Nor do they seem to have realized that 
the announcement of a purpose to expend 
a large sum in manufacturing favorable 
opinions is calculated to bring down upen 
them a spurious lobby and a spurious 
press. It is well known that in politics 
many an upright legislator has been sold 
without his privity or consent, by unscru­ 
pulous hangers-on of the lobby who knew 
that it would be impossible to deliver the 
bargain. In the same way M. Lesseps 
would be very apt to find that he had paid 
out considerable sums for the subsidizing of 
Congressmen and journals, and had after all 
secured neither. In such a case, moreover, 
tKére would be a sudden and wonderful in­ 
crease in the number of highly influential 
journals. The Bungtoum Bwjleaud theSlum- 
guUion Tocsin would force their way to the 
front and assert their claims to a share of 
the subsidy money in bewildering force. 
M. Lesseps would find that he had reck­ 
oned without his host when he undertook 
to buy up the leading papers of the 
United States, for the names of those 
leading papers woull bo Legion. 
If 
the story of tho money is wholly untrue 
it is unfortunate for M. Lesseps, for the 
mere suggestion of such a fund will be 
certain to allure the vultures of the press 
and the lobby, and it will also compel the 
virtuous press anu Congressmen to be 
more than usually circumspect in all that 
relates to the Panama Canal scheme. Who­ 
ever henceforth undertakes to champion 
that project must make his account with 
being suspected or openly accused of in­ 
terested motives. It would, therefore, 
have been much better for M. Lesseps in 
any case to have suppressed all mention of 
such a possibility as the expenditure of 
money in the interest of his canal. 
CANNON ON THE MORMON QUESTION. 
Delegate Cannon finds fault with the 
President’s remarks on the Mormon ques­ 
tion in his recent message, but it is not 
easy to understand what views he wishes 
to substitute for those of Mr. Hayes. He 
says that the Mormons will never abandon 
plural marriages, but that they can be 
trusted to condemn polygamy when placed 
in the jury box. That appears a strange 
statement, but it is what Mr. Cannon is 
represented as advancing. He further de­ 
nies that the Federal authorities have 
made faithful and zealous efforts to enforce 
the law against Mormonism. Whether he 
means to imply that if the Federal author­ 
ities had been more zealous they might 
have put down polygamy, we do not un­ 
derstand, but his position seems altogether 
inconsistent with that of a piilar of the 
Mormon Church and an exponent and 
defender of polygamy. If anything prac 
tical can bs gathered from what lie says 
we must conclude that Mormonism has 
not yet bsen attacked with sufficient 
energy by the Government, and that if it 
is so attacked, in the opinion of Delegate 
Cannon, it can be made to conform to tbe 
laws of the United States. This is quite a 
new view of the Mormon situation, but it 
is uot our view. 


TEE YUBA DAM. 
Tbe writer yesterday visited tlie dam on 
the Yuba river, and found the condition of 
things pretty much as heretofore set forth. 
The river has fallen to ordinary bight, and 
there is not near so much water just above 
or just below the dam as there was soon 
after the recent rain. Yet there is much 
water above the dam, at many places six or 
seven feet deep, and there are no islands 
visible iu the lake except shoals of recent 
deposit, that rise above the water about 
two or three hundred feet up stream from 
the dam. Near the north end of tho brush 
dam, as previously stated, the great pres­ 
sure of the water caused the dam for a 
distance of forty or fifty feet to sink down 
four feet, apparently without breaking or 
injuring it. No water ran under the dam, 
else it would have washed it out. A few 
days ago a current three feet deep went 
plunging over this sunken place, yet it had 
no effect upon the -structure. Now that 
the water has been lowered the volume 
escaping there is much smaller, being but 
a few inches deep, yet it forms a perfect 
cataract. That the st.ucture successfully 
resists such a force is a good indication, 
and it looks as if the stream could safely 
be permitted to run over there all winter. 
This is not to be done, however, for Super­ 
intendent Drake has sixty men engaged in 
building a wingdam of earth sacks and 
brush in a current four feet deep, to turn 
the water away, so that more material 
may be put upon tho sunken portion, until 
it shall be as high as the rest of the dam. 
There is another slight sink on the south 
side, but no water flows over it. This also 
will be brought up to the usual grade. The 
depth of the deposit already made on the 
tow and slope of the dam is about four feet 
all the way across. It seems as if there is 
not the least danger, now, of the water 
forcing an outlet under the dam, or of 
washing any part of it away, because the 
deposit is so great and the water so 
high that the surplus coming down in 
flood time can more easily flow over the 
top of the dam and with perfect safety. 
Iu regard to the dam, and the view 
of many people concerning it, the 
Sutter Banner of to-day says : “ We have 
heard it asserted by numbers of people 
that the dam would not answer the purpose 
for which it was constructed. How much 
of an engineer’s education these cavilers 
have ever had, we are not prepared to say, 
but to hear them talk, we are free to say 
that they think they know all about it. 
We confess to a perfect ignorance in that 
branch, and knowing that the State pays 
a salary to a man who ought to know 
something of the science, we have been 
willing to allow all that work to fall to 
him, feeling sure that if he failed, he was 
liable. Then he has called to his assist­ 
ance other eminent engineers, one of whom 
has a world-wide reputation, and they have 
all agreed that the style of dam placed 
upon the Yuba and Bear rivers is the best 
for the purpose intended. Now, if these 
men don’t know what to do, who does 7 
We believe they do, and we are not going 
to cry out failure, until we see the thing 
fairly tried, and we are aUo going to allow 
for any failures that contractors may have 
made in the construction of the dam.”— 
[Marysville Appeal, December 10th.

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DOMESTIC NEWS. 


Eight-H ouses on tlie P a cific Coast. 
W ashington, December 13th.—The an­ 
nual report of the Light-house Board, with 
the result of the operations for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1880, has just been sub­ 
mitted to the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Along the California coast extensive or slight 
repairs to light-houses, such as condition of 
stations required, are reported as having been 
made at a number of points. The statii ns 
generally are reporte! in good condition. At 
Point Conception, Cab, the tower and dwell­ 
ings are reported in an insecure condition, 
and should be rebuilt. A complication, the 
report states, had arisen on account of title 
to the land on which the light-house stands, 
it having been lately decided that the site 
is included iu a Mexican land grant, 
and that the United States has no title. Be­ 
fore the structure can be rebuilt it will be 
necessary to purchase sufficient land, and for 
this purpose it is hoped Congress will at an 
early day appropriate $10,000. 
lhe re­ 
building of the stiucture will cost $38,­ 
000, and unless an appropriation is made 
soon the light must be discontinued. The 
work of placing a new light and fog-bell on 
the end of the north trainiug-wall in Oakland 
harbor will soon be commenced. Concerning 
the Oregon and Washington Territory coast 
fights, the report says : When the lighthouse 
at Tillamook Rock is finished, the coaet wifi 
be well supplied with lights. The work at 
Tillamook Rock is being pushed forward as 
rapidly as the weather aud seas will permit. 
The amount estimated as necessary fur the 
prosecution cf the work during the comiDg 
fiscal year is $48,000 at Point Conception, 
Cab, and $25,000 at Tillamook light station, 
Oregon. 
Im m ed iate T ra n sp o rtatio n or D u tiab le 
Goods. 
W ashington, December 13th.—The bill 
introduced by Representative Page amenda­ 
tory of the law concerning immediate trans­ 
portation of dutiable goods was framed by 
Wells, Fargo & Co., aud introduced at their 
request. In the letter transmitting a draft 
of the bill, Superintendent Valentine says: 
“ A íeasonable "degree of convenience to the 
public away from ports of entry urgently re­ 
quires a modification or expansion of the 
present law on this subject.” He illustrated 
the necessity for the proposed change as fol­ 
lows : “ As the law now stands, a 40-pound 
iron safe was required to carry a two-pound 
parcel from New York to Chicago for the 
Elgin Watch Company, and a 170-pound 
trunk to carry a 00-pound package to San 
Francisco, the trunk having to be returned 
to get a 00-pouud package 3,400 miles. 
A leather or canvas pouch in the first case, 
and a cord and seal in the second would have 
protected the Government quite as well and 
as fully.” He further says: “ The passage 
of the inclosed bill would obviate a great 
deal of delay and expense for ail parties con­ 
cerned.” 
P roposed liesto rntlon o f R a ilro a d Lauds 
to the P u b lic D om ain. 
W ashington, December 13th.—The bill 
introduced by Representative Berry to-day 
recites that Congress, by the Act of July 25, 
186G, authorized tlie bestowal of certain lands 
on the California and Oregon Railroad, on 
condition that it should be completed by the 
1st of July, 1875, which time was extended 
by the Act of July Gch until July 1, 1880, 
and that said railroad is uot yet completed, 
and no effort is now, nor has for a long time 
been made to complete the same. The bill 
therefore provides that all right, title and 
interest, of every kind and nature whatso­ 
ever, of said company in and te all said lands 
between the present northern terminus of the 
railroad and the northern boundary of Cali­ 
fornia shall terminate immediately upon the 
passage of this Act, and declaies that “ said 
lands are hereby restored to the public do­ 
main, aud shall be disposed of like other 
public lands.” It was referred to the Public 
Lands Committee. 
Proposed C on stN atio nal Am endm ent. 
W ashington, December 13th.—McCord 
introduced in the House to-day a bill for a 
constitutional amendnent. It provides that 
all Presidential, State and county elections 
shall be held on the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday of November ; that State Leg’s- 
latures shall divide the States into election 
precincts containing not over 500 electors ; 
each district shall have uot less than one free 
public school, accessible to all children from 
5 to 21 years c!d, without distinction on 
account of race or color; no State funds shall 
be appropriated for sectarian schools ; no cit­ 
izen born within the United States who has 
not attended a public or other school five 
years, and is unable to read and write, shall 
vote ; the failure of any Stat^iu these points 
shall be deemed a failure to maintain a re­ 
publican form of government, and Congress 
may by Act exclude the representatives of 
such State, and the electoral count of the 
same, until the required legislation is enacted. 
Congress may enforce the amendment by 
legislation. 
C orrespondence Betw een Senators C onk- 
lin g a n d B ayard. 
W ashington, December 13th.—The cor­ 
respondence between Bayatd and Cockling is 
published. It is quite long, and covers the 
period trom November 13th to three days 
before the publication of the open letter of 
Cockling, Arthur etal., to Senator Bayard. 
In brief, it shows that Conkling wrote very 
courteously, asking Bayard to deny that he, 
Bayard, ever made use of the statement at­ 
tributed to him in his Dover speech. Bayard 
as courteously responded, repeating from 
memory his statement in that SDeecb, in 
which he impugns the veracity of the news­ 
paper reports of the speech, and says it was 
so grossly inaccurate that no honest person 
could have written it. He says: “ I re­ 
member we'll speaking of the case of Phelps, 
Dodge k Co., and tbe proceedings under 
which great sums of money—8270,000— 
was wrongfully taken from their pockets. 
I described and denounced in severe 
terms the moiety system, and the 
share wbieh in this case accrued to 
the Collector, Surveyor and Naval Officer, 
and to informers Jayne and Heroe, and 
stated that the senior Senator from New 
York, Mr. Conkling, was understood to have 
received compensation as their counsel from 
Arthur, Cornell and Laflin, for his services 
and assistance in the transaction; also that 
my authority for this statement was derived 
from documents published by one of the 
houses of Congress, accompanied by testi­ 
mony and statements made in open debate on 
the floor of the House, and never to my 
knowledge contradicted. I believe I also re­ 
ferred to the publication . by William P. 
Wood, an ex-Treasnry official, made in the 
New York Sun, October 27, 1880, giving his 
account in full of the case. This I believe to 
be the form and substance of that part of the 
speech in question which had any reference 
to you or the moiety system. I shall be sur­ 
prised to learn that there is an error of fact 
in my statement, and shall regret if the 
slightest injustice has been done you, and if 
there bas been I will feel myself bound to 
apply any proper remedy when my error has 
been disclosed tome.” 
. 
Cockling, not satisfied, replied curtly, ask­ 
ing for a categorical answer whether or not 
Senator Bayard did make charges of criminal 
and unlawful conduct against him and others, 
saying that Bayard had refused to answer as 
to any of the persons except him, and that 
his denial is only inferential at best by im­ 
peaching the honesty of the reporter, and 
that he then proceeds to make entirely differ­ 
ent statements. 
Bayard suavely responded, expressing sur­ 
prise that CoDklirg could ask any more ex­ 
plicit statement thau that the article as pub­ 
lished was untrue, and maliciously 30. The 
Philadelphia Press this morning affirms the 
correctness of its report, and says it has sub­ 
stantiated it completely by persons who heard 
tbe speech, and that it will shortly present 
thi3 evidence with more and conclusive testi­ 
mony to the public. 
Wbat Edison Bays about His Light. 
N ew Y obk, December 13th.—The electric 
light has again taken possession of the public 
mind. Edison, the well-known inventor, 
gays : “ I am preparing a test for the sub­ 
division of the electric light, and will soon 
have it all ready. I am already satisfied, and 


wish to show the gentlemen who are to put 
their money in this thing its practical work­ 
ing before they take further steps. There is 
to be no guess work about it. We will 
know exactly the cost of everything before 
we go ahead. Because I have been a few 
months perfecting this thing the puhlic said 
I had failed. They forgot that there are 
millions of dollars invested in gas, and they 
must not expect one little Jerseyman to revo­ 
lutionize the fight of the world, and render 
all this capital useless. The fight produced 
is better and cheaper, and these are two qual­ 
ities that will kill gas. Besides, there is 
no dirt from my light, no danger from escaped 
gas or combustion. The fight is an incandes­ 
cent, simple fight, produced by the impact 
of electric particles upon carbon. It is a 
clear, steady, unflickering blaze, and does not 
possess those disagreeable properties which 
the public have come to associate with the 
idea of the electric fight gained from those 
distressingly glaring balls which yen Bee sus­ 
pended in front of theaters and other build­ 
ings. The difficulty has hitherto lain in the 
subdivision. A great many writers upon the 
subject have declared this impossible, but it 
is not. I have proved it. Electric light may 
be furnished at a- cost of something like 
$300,000,000 less than it would have cost^by 
the .original method. I calculate that New 
York city can be lighted by my method at a 
cost of something iike $2,000,000, which is a 
very reasonable amount. My fight will be 
perfected before a great while. I am work­ 
ing very hard now.” 
R eported In te rv ie w w ith R obert Barton. 
New Y ork, December 13th.— An evening 
paper prints an interview with a member of 
what it calls “ Our California Colony,” and 
says : Tliese California operators are among 
the leaders of the street. One of the most 
recent comers is Robert Barton, who, being 
asked why he left San Francisco, said : “ I 
have been driven out, as have other well-to- 
do citizens, because of provisions of the new 
Constitution, which puts us at the mercy of 
professional blackmailers. 
They actually 
tried to make me pay taxes on $500,OCO 
worth of mining property which had not been 
in my possession for two years. I became so 
disgusttd that I sold my private house and 
other property, only retaining * vineyard in 
Fresno county.” 
“ Do you know of any other Californians 
who have come East for this reason ? ’ 
“ Yes, quite a number. Among them, 
Charles Crocker, William M. Lent, D. O. 
Mills, John F. Boyd, Ueorge Melany and tlie 
Belden family. Ihere are literally hundreds 
who would come were it not for local entan­ 
glements and personal reasons. I am afraid 
that all California is likely to suffer from loss 
of trade and population for a time. The 
middle class have been injured and impov­ 
erished by gambling on the Comstock.”

Another sudden death with alcoholism as 
the inducing cause took place yesterday. 
It 
occurs this time in the person of James L. 
Beasley, who is well known in the city, hav­ 
ing been formerly employed as driver and at 
the office of Dr. Cluness, and more recently 
for a time as a clerk in the Boston Drug 
Store, corner of J and Third streets. 
His 
habits of excessive drinking caused his dis­ 
charge from both those places. 
From an 
estate left him by relatives in England he 
was provided with an annual income, which 
enabled him to take life easy, and this 
doubtless, as is so often the case, has proved 
to make his life valueless to himself and 
others. 
For some time past he had been 
drinking excessively, and for the past few 
days still added to the velocity of his down­ 
ward course. 
Yesterday morning, at about 
4 o'clock, be staggered into the Railroad 
Exchange Saloon, on the southeast corner of 
K and Third streets, and called for a drink 
of whfeky, which was furnished him at 
the bar. 
He then reeled about the room for 
a moment, came near falling to the floor, and 
was asked by the bartender what was the 
matter. 
The reply was, “ It’s whisky,” and 
then called for another glass. 
Of course, a 
bottle and tumbler was sat out for him to 
help himself. 
H e made his way after some 
difficulty to the bar and poured out a glass, 
and, as he was about to drink it, staggered 
back from the counter, and through a door 
into an adjoining back room, aud fell in con­ 
vulsions upon the floor.

CONGRESSIONAL.

Washington, December 13th.—Vest’s resolution 
calling upon the Civil Service Commission to inquire 
into the propriety of legislation requiring the filiirg 
of vacancies in 
the Signal Corps, having the 
rank of sergeant, by appoiutment from the navy o r. 
by promotion in the corps, caused a general discus­ 
sion as to the methods of the Signa! Service Bureau. 
The resolution, amended by Edmunds so that the 
Military Commission shall make the inquiry, was 


^The^bill for the re’ief of Fitz John Porter was 
takeu up, on motion of Randolph, by a vote of 35 
to 35—a party vote, except that Hoar voted ave. 
Edmunds moved to make one year from the passage 
of the bill the time within which Porter’s restoration 
to the army can be made, so that the bill should not 
live uutil the future administration. 
Rejected by a 
party vote, except that Davis of Illinois and Mc­ 
Donald voted aye. Carpenter argued against the 
power of Congress to revoke the sentence of a 
court-marti *1 or to reinstate persons expelled from 
the army. 
Hereford, Carpenter, Thurman and others eu- 
gaged in a debate on the constitutional points con­ 
nected with the appointment of Grant as Captain- 
General. 
Carpenter said he had heard a startling statement 
to-day, and would a3k Senator McDonald whether 
he thought Congress could discharge General Sher­ 
man to-morrow? 
. 
McDonald saii he did, and every other person m 
the army except the President, its Commander-in- 
Cliief. 
, 
Carpenter remarked that the Senator was then 
driven to the ground that General Sherman was not 
one of the officers of the United States which by the 
Constitution the President was authorized to ap­ 
point. 
McDonald claimed that he was driven to no such 
ground. 
His ground was that the army was pro­ 
vided for in another part of the Constitution, which 
gave the whole subject to Congress. 
Carpenter said authority was there eivea 'Con­ 
gress to establish the army, just as authority was 
given it to constitute Courts, but no authority was 
given to appoint officers of the army or Judges of 
Courts. There was also authority to make regula­ 
tions for the government of the army, but no au­ 
thority to 
govern 
the 
army, just as there 
was 
authority 
to 
establish 
methods of ju ­ 
dicial 
procedure, but 
none 
to dictate 
the 
judicial acta of Courts, or to say who shall be 
Judges except by confirmation of nominations. 
These distinctions were necessary to a proper sepa­ 
ration of the legislative, executive and judicial func­ 
tions of the Government. 
Carpenter teiterated his argument that a sentence 
passed by a constitutional Court of final resort, in­ 
cluding Courts martial, was not reversablc by any 
person or body. The President can pardon, but the 
Senate cannot interfere in that executive privilege, 
as in this bill it is proposed to do. Such action 
would be a usurpation of power. 
Voorhees denied the proposition that a Court- 
martial was a final judgment. 
After further debate the Senate adjourned. 


Uoute. 
Washington, December 13th.—The credential* of 
K B. Taylor, successor Co Garfield, were objected to 
by Hurd, who stated that his grounds were the ir­ 
regularity of the election on account of a change in 
the boundaries of the Nineteenth District. Taylor 
was elected by Garfield’s old and original district 
after the limits of that district had been changed. 
Taylor’s claim that he was duly elected from the 
original district was unsupported by precedent. 
The whole trouble was with the Ohio Legislature, 
which passed a law w hereby 330,000 people would 
have fifteen Representatives in the next Congress, 
while 300,000 would only have five, without provid­ 
ing for vacancies 
Mclndley held that even if there were any force 
in Hurd’s argument, Taylor had prima facie right to 
the seat, and the case should go to the Committee 
on Elections. 
After further discussion, Ilurd withdrew his ob­ 
jection and Taj lor qualified, when his credentials 
were referred to the Committee on Elections. 
Crapo introduced the following :

lie solved, That the construction of an inter- 
oceanic canal connecting the waters of the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans by means of foreign capital, 
under the auspices of or through a charter from any 
European Government, is hostile to the established 
policy of the United States, is in violation of the 
spirit and declaration of the Monroe doctrine, and 
cannot be sanctioned or assented to by this Gov 
erimient ; that the United States will assert and 
maintain such control and supervision over any 
interoceanic canal as may be necessary to protect 
its national in; crests and means of defense, its unity 
and safety, and to advance the prosperity and aug 
ment the commerce of the Atlantic aud Pacific 
States of the Union. 
King of Louisiana, Chairman of the Interoceanic 
Ship Canal Committee, moved that the resolution 
be referred to his committee, and argued that it 
was the proper committee to which to send it. A 
somewhat similar resolution had been reported to 
the House by that committee, and it was to the 
shame of the American people that no actioa liad 
been taken on it. He now held that report in his 
h ind, and if permission were granted he would now 
put it on passage. 
This being out of order, a vote was taken on 
reference, and the House, by a vote of 04 to G4, re­ 
ferred the resolution to the Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee. 
The Speaker then proceeded to call the States for 
bills and resolutions, under which the follow i.ig 
were introduced and referred : 
By Page—Amending the statutes in relation to 
consular fees and in relation to immediate trans­ 
portation of dutiable goods. 
líy Mvers—Asking the Secretary of the Treasury 
for information as to what sums of m ney have 
been paid to U. S. Grant by the Uniced States since 
he entered West Point until his first resignation 
from the army in 1868; also how much was paid 
him while Preeident. 
By Willis—To make letter postage two cents per 
half ounce and reform the civil service. 
By Hnbbell— Imposing a duty of 1} cents per 
pound on fresh water fish called hard fish, and ]$ 
cents on soft fish imported from Cunada. 
By Warner—For a Commission of fifteen Sena­ 
tors, Representatives.aud experts to revise the tariff. 
By Denster—Be it resolved, etc , that the Presi­ 
dent of the United States be and is hereby requested 
to notify the German Government of the termina­ 
tion of the existing treaties, and open negotiations 
for a new treaty fully covering the grounds hereto­ 
fore taken by the United States Government upon 
the subje t. 
Kelley introduced a bill providing for the pay­ 
ment of bonds falling due in 1881, but subsequently 
withdrew' it, stating that he would offer it as a sub­ 
stitute for the funding bill when that bill was under 
consideration. 
Calkins offered the following resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted: 
Resolved, That the sympathy of this House is 
hereby extended to the unhappy laboring class of 
Ireland in its effort to effect reform in the present 
oppressive tenant system prevailing in that country. 
B» Cox—.V resolution authorizing the Speaker to 
tender the family of Madame Thiers, through the 
State Department, the coudoleuce of the United 
States Government. 
Lowe wanted to offer a resolution for the appoint­ 
ment of a committee to examine the question 
whether the electoral franchise Í9 restricted in cer­ 
tain States, particularly Rhode Island, Massachu­ 
setts, Pennsylvania,Virginia, Delaware and Georgia. 
Morse objected. 
Conover, from the Public Lands Committee, rc- 
}>orUHl a bill for the relief of homesteaders and pre­ 
empt ore of public lands. 
Referred. 
Ward gave notice that after to-day he would, if 
the debate on the electoral count resolution had uot 
concluded, move to postpone it and take up the 
funding bill. 
White appealed to the Southern members to stop 
this senseless and threadbare discussion, and let the 
declaration of the Presidential election he made a9 
hitherto. 
He did not oppise a law on the subject, 
in fact had prepared a bill which he would offer as 
a substitute, and won! I fight to the end the passage 
of thi* resolution. 
Finley said he had yet to hear men contradict the 
statement that Garfield was elected and would be 
inaugurated. Doubtless if there was not a Repub­ 
lican in the House on the 4th of March next Gar­ 
field would be inaugurated. The Republicans were 
therefore frittering away time. But he would say 
to his own party that the Democrats had invariably 
gone hack on their propositions and made a laugh­ 
ing stock of the Democratic party. They had not 
the backbone to stick to the right. They should 
either stop pushing this resolution right * here, or 
stick to it till doomsday, if not acted on. 
Davis of North Carolina said the Democrats would 
not imitate the Republican electoral frauds of 
1876-77. 
Reed siid the Democratic j>arty had got into a 
condition on the subject of fraud which might be 
termed chronic. They were like a ding he used to 
own, who, when thrashed, would rub his ear and 
growl, and then rub his nose and growl. He ho[>ed 
that time would cure the Democratic party as it had 
cured his dog—he was dead. Had the Democracy in 
itd inmost heart believed in the fraud issue, it 
should have presented to the people and nominated 
Tilden, the ablest and keenest man of the i>arty. 
Never had there been a baser thing than this fraud 
business, which Davis of North Caro’ina had re­ 
viewed. The country was satisfied that the only 
/raud was in the cipher dispatches. 
The subject was soon dropped, aud the House ad­ 
journed.
